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The Trade Dollar. | 

The trade-dollar is a dollar in appear- 
ance only. Itisnothing more than bullion 
putinto convenient shape for export. It 
is not legal-tender; it can scarcely be said 
to be a coin; it is simply a piece of silver 
with a government stamp upon it that 
means nothing—an anomaly, a pariah 
among coins. The number of these 
pieces that have been issued is 35,959,360, 
all of which have been exported to China 
except about five millions, mostly held 
by the California banks. As longas these 
pieces were flowing towards the far east, 
all was well; but at the present rates of 
exchange with China these coins can be 
delivered in San Francisco at 92} cents 
apiece. Itissaid large purchases of the dol- 
lars have been made in Hong Kong forship- 
ment.to this country. If they are coming 
home to roost, what shall we do with 
them? They contain 74 grains of silver 
more than the standard dollar does, but 
still they are not money. Senators Beck 
and Voorhees have introduced bills to 
make them legal tender, but as fast as 
they are paid in, to be recoined into 
standard dollars of 4124 grains. Senator 
Paddock’s bill would make them legal 
tenders and provide for recoining the 
standard dollar into trade dollars of 
420 grains. A third proposition would 
have both coins circulate together as full 
legal tenders. The proposition of Messrs. 
Beck and Voorhees is the most sensible 
one of the three. It would work injury 
to nobody, while it would remove a dis- 
turbing feature of our coinage without 
loss to the government. The tremsury 
would in fact gain more than enomgh to 
pay all expenses of recoinage. .<*

A Frayed Subject. 

The northern irreconcilables, among 
which may be classed the New York Sun, 
are still prating about the bargain made 
by the southern leaders with Mr, Hayes. 
As we have frequently stated before, we 
are perfectly willing to admit that there 
was a bargain, if an waderstanding be- 
tween the parties at interest can be called 
a bargain, and Mr. Dana and his friends 
may make the most of it. We merely 
claim, in behalf of the south and those 
who represented her interests at that 
critical period, that the bargain was un- 
premeditated; that it was the outgrowth 
of the apathy with which the people of 
the north regarded the situation; that it 
was the result of the unpatriotic in- 
difference displayed by just such 
men asthe «editor of the Sun 
and those who co-operated with him; and 
‘that it was,ineyitable., The editor of the 
Sun himself. reeognized the electoral 
commission as one of the unavoidable 
results of the peculiar. circumstances 
growing out of one of the most hotly- 
contested elections ever seen in this 
country; and although he knew it to bea 
fraudulent concern, he advised the 
democracy of the nation to tamely sub- 
mit to its corrupt decisions. This was 
the temper of the people of the north. 
Mr, Tilden was afraid to put his head out 
of his door forthe reason that hismoneyed 
interests might suffer, and Mr. Hewitt 
was patriotically uneasy about the 
fluctuations in the price of his United

‘The reduction made by the constitu- 
tion already saves the state the sum of 
two hendred and thirty dollars per day’ 
in the expenses of the house, yet the 
house last Thursday adopted an 
‘amendment to the recommendation 
of the finance committee, which 
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in ;which they cut the clerk’s pay to 
sixty-one dollars per day and required 
him to pay out of this a per diem of five 
and four dollars to the clerks of the ju- 
diciary and enrolling committees. These 
two clerks were elected by the commit- 
tees to which they belong under a special 
resolution, yet the clerk of the honse, 
under bond, is responsible for their acts. 

We think the action of the house does 
great injustice to the clerk. He certainly 
should be allowed to undertake to do 
what the bond of his office requires of 
him, and what the constitution clearly 
allows bim—that is to do the clerical 
work of the house, and, if necessary, to 
make appointments for doing that work. 

-‘So far as the matter of reduction is con- 
cerned, we think the constitution clearly 
intended that seventy dollars per day 
should be the amount appropriated for 
clerical expenses of the house. The con- 
vention made the maximum amount of 
per diem for members four dollars, yet 
no member will, we presume, contend 
that it ought to be less. The same can 
be said of the pay of the clerk, as fixed 
by the constitution. The office of clerk 
of the house is by no means an irrespon- 
sible one, and to keep properly the records 
of the house requires executive ability 
and skill of the first order... Nor can the 
clerk perform his duties properly without 
experienced and numerous assistants. 
It is true that there has been much ex- 
travagance connected with this office 
heretofore, and it has been one of the 
greatest leaks upon the treasury, but we 
believe that any clerk who runs the 
office on the constitutional limit of 
seventy dollars per day will be ac- 
complishing an act of reform without a 
parallel in the history of the state. As the 
constitution has already placed heavy re- 
strictions upon this office, we think the 
house should act with care lest they do 
injustice in placing too much - upon 
the present clerk of the house. 
The amendment passed yester- 
day will certainly do great injustice. 
As an instance of it, the clerk is required 
to perform the actual duties of the office 
on sixty-one dollars per day, less nine, 
while the secretary of the senate is al- 
lowed sixty dollars per day. The differ- 
ence in the work of the two houses is al- 
most as great as the difference in the 
number on the rolls.
